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Tae mail steamers are brivgivg out 
the usual flock of tea-buyers, who will 
soon be off to Hankow to inaugurate 
the 1881-82 campaign, and before it 
opens wo may be pardoned a few 
remarks on the season now departing. 
It was not a profitable ono; in fact, it 
is only about once in ten years that 
tea merchants own to having had a 
snocessfal season, and still outsiders 
wonder how it is that the same number 
of bayere can come ont each ye 
the eame rush to ship take place in 
Hankow, if every year except the tenth 
comes with disaster in its train, There 
is a well-spring of hopo in the teaman’s 
breast thet never fails. However 
despondent he may pretend to be to 
his fellows and the gonoral pablio, in 
the sanctity of bis own tea-room his 
cares fall off, aud he makes « victim of 
himself once more as placidly as if 
every tea-muster coucealed a trust 
worthy guarantes of profit, 

Tt is not so many years, in fact the 
time is within the memory of many of 
those who will be in Haukow next 
month, when Chiua was the only ten 
producing country. It was snfficiont 
then for the bayer to watch the 
deliveries at Home and the export 
from China, to be guided, with little 
chance of error, in his operations.’ But 
the fatal energy of our race bas reared 
up in British India a frightful rival to 
the Flowery Land, and India not only 
demoralises China by sending opium 
here, but demoralises our tea markets 
by sending tea in increasingly enor. 
mons quantities to London, There 
are no squeezing mandarins in India; 
there is European supervision in the 
packing and firing of the leaf, and the 
plantations are connected with civilisa- 
tion by the railway and the telegraph. 
Everything is done to give India 
an unfair advantage over China, 
| Consequently Tudian tea of the same 
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quality is far cheaper in London than 
the illregulated produce of Hankow 
and Foochow, and it is only the 
conservatism of the constimer, who is 
not yet entirely habituated to the 
Indian flavour, that prevents our losses 
being much heavier than they are. 
Every yoar this preference for the leaf 
that has beoa longer knowa is wearitig 
away, and our buyers will soon have 
to reckon with its disappearance. As 
yet, Indian tea is hardly taken on the 
Continont of Earope at all: but here 
too it will ponetrate sooner or Iater, as 
it is doing into America and Australia : 
and thon there will be no corner of the 
carth where the sway of China ten will 
be undisputed, Java is competing too, 
and Ceylon is threatening: even the 
much-vaunted Johore is supposed to 
bo seriously considering the policy 
of exchanging for toa its rising 
plantations of coffee. 

To belive the warning voices heard 
from Home, the now séason is not 
opéning aispiciously. England bas 
not yet recovered from the recent 
dopression, and cheapness is the wateb- 
word of the dealer and the consumer. 
Notwithstanding a general lowness of 
prices, consumption at Home last year 
did nob show the normal rate of 
inoreaso in tea gonerally, but rather 
a. fair incveaso in Indian and a 
heavy deficiency in China tea, The 
consumption’ in England. in 1880, as 
wo gather from the London aunual tea 
ciréulars, was two-and-a-half million 
pounds less than in 1879; and as the 
consumption of Indian tea was eight 
millions larger in 1880 than io the 
previons yenr, tho actual consumption 
of China tea showed an unexpected 
falling off of ton millions and a half. 
This deficiency was largely remediod 
by an incroaso in the export from 
London to tho continent of eight 
milliotis, an increase as welcome as 
it was unhoped-for; but if it had 
not ovourred, the collapse in China 
toa would have beon frightful. ‘This 
should give a serious warning to 
the sanguine buyers who are calcu 
lating the credits they are about to 
exhaust in Hankow ; whether its lesson 
is appreciated, the next two months 
will show. Thero is little chance of 
the curtailment of the supply of Indian 
ten, Even at the low prices ab which 
it was sold in London this last season, 
it gave profits to all but the oldest 
aud most expensive gardens, and until 








when we shall be able to go up and 
bay the raw leaf on its native hills, 
pack it by our own methods, and bring 
it down by railway to Shanghai for 
shipment; but for years yet we labour 
under the disadvantage of having to 
buy it just as tha Chinamon choose to 
prepare it, without any real knowledge 
of the total crop at any time, or any 
immediate power to manipulate the 
teas to suit the tastes of consumers. 

The most remarkable feature of the 
season uow closing is the enormons 
inerease in the export from all China 
and Japau to foreign countries, In 
1868.69 the total export from all 
China and Japan to all foreign coun- 
tries was about 205,000,000 pounds; 
oloven years afterwards, in 1879-80, it 
was nearly 245,000,000 pounds, the 
inerease in eleven years being forty 
millions, half of this incroase being in 
Japan tea, This shows a wonderful 
expansion, considering that in those 
same eleven years, India tea assumed 
enormous proportions, But this Inst 
year has seen ain inereaso as large as 
the whole previons eleven yoars. 
‘Tho total export last year was 
285,000,000 pounds, or forty millions 
above that of the previous season. 
Japan is only responsible for five 
millions of this increase, the export of 
China tea. alone being 35,000,000 
pounds above that of tho season ending 
in 1880, Half of this increnso went 
to London: Amorica, Australia and 
the Continent divided among them 
the otber half, It is oasy to understand 
the present depression of the Loudon 
market, aud to appiseinte with what 
caution buyers should appronch the 
campaign wow opening.

Mr. F, E. Woodruff, Commissioner of 
Customs at Amoy, has, it is reported, been 
transferred to Canton. It is said that Mr. 
W. B, Russell, of Takao, will take charge 
of the Customs at Amoy. 

It is rumoured, says the China Mail, 
that Mr. R. T. Rennie, Judge of H.B.M.’s 
Court in Japan, hax been offered tho 
appointment of Chief Justice of Hongkong, 
which will shortly become vacant by tho 
retirement of Sir John Smale. ‘There may 
be some truth in this statement, as it has 
been reported on fair authority that changes 
are pending in the judicial arrangements 
of the Courtin Japan, 

We hear that the Rev, W. 8. Holt has 
just been chosen to serve on the Editorial 
Committee connected with the Amorican 
Presbyterian Mission, Tho duties of the 
position are to examine all books in the 
literary language which are intended for 
publication at Mission expeuse. Tho othor 
miombers of the Committeo are the Rev. 
A. P. Hopper, D.D., and the Rev. J. L, 
Nevius, D.D. 

We hear from a reliable source that 
HLLM. the Emperor of China is ill of 
either the measles or small-pox, though 
we are without information as to the 
degree of his sickness. Ono Empress 
Regent is dead, the othor is not expected 
to live long; four of the most powerful 
‘statesmen and warriors are in the capital 
at this juncture ; and what course events 
may take is grave matter of conjecture, His 
Excellency tho Viceroy of Chihli will meot 
the Grand Secretary Tso Teung-t’ang for 
the first timo sinco 1864, and as they 
are supposed to hold similar views with 
regard to the railway question, important 
results may follow. We have been given 
to understand that they are in no sense 
either political rivals or personal enemies, 
although there is somo foundation for the 
belief that thecircumstance of thesuccessful 
General of the North Wost having attained 
a somewhat higher rauk may not ba 
altogether agreeable to his old companion. 
in-arms. 

A general meeting of the North-China 
Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society was 
held at the rooms in Yuon-ming-ynen Road 
ou Tuesday evening. Mr. G. J. Morrison, 
the President of the Society, occupied the 
chair, There was a good attendanco, 
Reports were presented from the Secretary 
of the Society and from the Curator of tho 
‘Museum, and several proposals for member- 
ship were handed in. Mx. Hosio road the 
first part of a paper by Mr. Parker, of 
HM.’ Consular servico at Chingling, on 
the “ Rapids of the Upper Yangtszii,” that 
portion of it being the least technical and 
of more interest to the general public than 
the others. Mr. Slevogt drew the atten- 
tion of the meeting to two recent additions 
to tho Library of the Society. Votes of 
thanks to the author and reader of Mr, 
Parker's paper were passed.—A fuller 
account of the proceedings appears on 
another page. 

The annual general meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Cricket Club was held last 
evening at the Shanghai Club, under the 
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Chairmanship of Mr. H. R. Hearn, the 
President of the Club; ‘There was a fairly 
good attendance of members. The finan- 
cial statement for the past year showed 
that the receipts had been $1,613.16, which 
left a debit balance of $52.13, Still the 
season wag considered to have been » most 
satisfactory one, and the accounts were 
unanimously passed. Mr. H. R. Hearn 
was re-elected President, and Messrs. W. 
H. Tottie, W. 0. Ward, J. L. Scott, R. D. 
Starkey, A. Anderson and F. Anderson 
were elected, by ballot, as the Committee 
for the ensuing year. It was also decided 
that on each and every night that the 
ground is fit to play upon, a lawn 
tonnis net bo placed in such a pusi- 
tion on the ground as not to interfere 
with cricket; on any occasion that the 
game should so interfere, the net to be 
taken down. Gear, say not and balls, to be 
provided by the Club; buts to be provided 
by playing members requiring them, a 
couplo of extra boys for the purpose of 
fielding tho tennis balls also to be provided 
by tho Club, provided that the expense 
attending lawn tennis should be met 
by-avparate subscription among those of 
the members who play, such extra subserip- 
tion not to be collected if at the end of the 
season it is found that the Club is not in 
debt.—Our report of the meeting will 
appear in our next issue, 

‘On Monday afternoon the Amateur Dra- 
matic Corps of Shanghai repeated the 
burlesque of Hilliam Zell with a Vengeance 
at tho Lycoun Theatre, In order to 
facilitato matters so that children might 
have an opportunity of ng the 
piece, it was given at five o'clock, but the 
attendance was uot very large, a cireum- 
tango all the more unfortunate for the 
Corps, as probably an evoning performance 
would havo drawn a full house, ‘Tho 
pieco itself, however, wont even botter 
than it did on tho previous occasion, the 
andionce being very onthusiastic, if not so 
largoas it might haye beon ; and the actors, 
ono and all, showed decided improve- 
ment in their soveral impersonations. 
All the points wore well made, aud equally 
well received. Mr. Beattio played the piano 
accompaniments, as he did at the first per- 
formance (when by inadvertence his name 
was not mentioned in our notice of the 
porformance) with as much skill as he 
displayed on that occasion, and although his 
uties wore by no means light, he proved 
himself more than equal to their fulfilment. 

‘Whe programme of the Spring Rifle 
Competition of the Shanghai Volunteer 
Gorp, which commences on the 9th of May, 
and will be continued on the 10th, 11th, 
12th, 18th, 14th, 16th and 17th, is an 
improvement on previous ones. A Cup 
presented by non-compotitors is to be 
competed for at 200 and 400 yards with 
the Gatling Gun by Artillerymen; the 
competition for the Silk Inspectors’ Cup is 
confined to mombers of the Light Horse, 
who have to shoot at 200 and 400 yards 
with their carbines ; while to the former list 
of competitions are added the Piece Goods 
Importers’ Cup and a Cup presented by 
the members of the Shanghai Club. This 
latter prize is to be shot for at 150 (stand- 
ing) and 250 yards, which is an entirely 
now feature, Entries close on the 7th 























May, and the attractive programme that 
the officers of the Corps have put forward 
should conduce to a highly successful 
meeting. 

On the 22nd inst., the ‘Neptune Lodge” 
No. 3, 1.0.G.T., was instituted at the 
American Presbyterian Mission Chapel in 
Peking Road. Forty-two members were 
initiated out of over sixty men on board the 
U.S. flagship Richmond, who had signed the 
application for a charter. Bro. the Rev. 
G. A. Crawford was elected L.D. and 
P.W.C.T. ; Bro. J. ©. Kelley, W.C.. ; 
Bro. John Dempsey, W.V.T.; Bro. 3L. 
Conlan, W.S. ; aud Bro. John King, W.T. 

Atthe Mixed Court on the25thinst., before 
W. R. Carles Esq., British Assessor, and 
the Chinese Magistrate Chén, two men and 
a woman were charged with kidnapping a 
girl about fifteen years of age. It appeared 
that the gitl had been taken away from a 
house in Hongkew, her mouth being stuffed 
with cotton to prevent her from raising 
an alarm. She was taken to Sinza, where 
she was placed in charge of the female 
prisouer, who threatened to put chains on 
hor and to burn her with hot irons if she 
gave any trouble. ‘The gitl’s father 
suspected one of the men who had carried 
her off, and after watching him for 
about a week, discovered where his 
daughter was. The men were each sen- 
tenced to a year’s imprisonment, and to 
receive 100 blo The woman was 
ordered to be detained in custody pending 
the arrest of her husband, who is also con- 
cerned in the affair, and has absconded. 

Captain Petersen, of the steamer Hochung, 
which was sunk on the night of the 17th 
inst, off Ocksou, by H.MLS. Lapwing, 
airived hore on Weduesday with his officers 
and crew, by the s.s, Hardwick. ‘The Hard- 
wick reports that when she left Amoy the 
following vessels were in port:—H.M.S. 
Vigilant and Lapwing, and 3.8. Horse- 
guards, Albay and Hailoong. 

Oa Wednesday morning about half-past 
eleven, as a Shantung junk was coming up 
the river, she was carried by the force of the 
tide against HLM.S. Mosquito, lying at 
anchor. The fore-mast of the junk and 
the bowsprit of the gunboat were carried 
away, but no other damage of importance 
was sustained by either vessel. 

Messrs. McGregor, Gow aud Co.'s 
steamer Glenfruin left Chinkiang with a 
fall cargo of rico for Canton on Saturday 
afternoon. She passed Woosung at 5 
p.m, on Sunday. On her return from 
the south, she will proceed to Hankow, 
and will bo followed by tho Glencoe, 
Glenorchy, and Glenlyon, belonging to 
the same Company. The Gleneagles, 
we hear, will load new season’s tea at 
Foochow, whilo the old favourite steamer 
Glenartney is oxpected to load in Japan for 
New York. The ‘‘Castle” line, it is said, 
will be represented at Hankow by the 
Bothwell Castle and Loudoun Castle. 

The China Muil notes the arrival, at 
Hongkong, on the 20th inst., of the Lou- 
doun Custle, Captain Marshall, fcom London, 
andadds that this vessel will probably be thé 
only roprosentativo of the “ Castle” line in 
the ‘ tea race” of this season from Hankovw, 
as the Bothwell Castle, the new boat of the 
Tine, will probably not arrive in time to 





























compete with the steamers from Hankow, 
but will probably load in Shanghai and 
Foochow. She is not, according to our 
contemporary, as powerful a vessel as 
the Loudoun Castle, and even if she had 
arrived in time, could not compete with 
‘any chance of success with the Glencoe and 
the Loudoun, 

Tho C.M.S.N. Co.'s steamer Hacshin 
arrived at Neweastle-on-Tyne on Saturday, 
54 days from Shanghai, She called at most 
of the ports en route, and made a rather 
long stay at some of them. 

According to a paragraph in the Amoy 
Gavette, the stermer Hailoong, which 
stranded on Quemoy Island, under cireum- 
stances already reported in our columne, 
has been towed into Amoy by tho as. 
Pokien, 

The C.3L8.N. Co.'s steamer Hankwang, 
which arrived on Saturday from Shan-hai 
Kuan, brought down 680 soldiers belonging 
to the contingent conveyed there last 














autumn from Shausi and Honan, These 
men will shortly proceed to their homes 
vid Hankow. Nine hundred more arrived 
from the same place on Sunday by the 
Chintung. 

Ata Naval Court Martial recently held 
at Hongkong, Sub-Lieut. Sandham, of the 
Tron Duke, was sentenced to twelve mouths’ 
imprisonment and dismissed the service 
for fraud (falsification of accounts) and 
desertion. 

‘The Russian cruiser Asia, 8, Captain 
Amasoff; the corvette Razboynik; 11, 
Captain Gitkof; and the Zabiaca, 6, 
Captain Lomon ; have left Hongkong for 
Singapore, en route for Europe. 

‘The Iron Duke, 14, Captain R. B. Tracy, 
bearing tho flag of Vico-Admiral Willes, 
C.B., left Hongkong for Amoy on the 21st 
inst, ‘Tho flagship will visit the soveral 
ports in the north of China, as well as 
those in Japan, where the summer months 
will be spent, aud will probably return to 
Hongkong about the month of November. 

‘The British steamer Sikh, Captain 
Johuson, which arrived at Hongkong on 
the 16th inst., from Australia, to take part: 
in the forthcoming tea race, is a new 
vessel, Inunched in Novembor of last year 
from the shipbuilding yard of Mossrs. 
Aitken and Mansel, of Glasgow. She ha 
2 gross tonnage of 2,800 tons, 1,510 nett, 
and has a carrying eapacity of 3,300 tons 
dead weight. She is 314 fect in length, 
with a beam of 36 fost, and depth of 
hold of 26 fect. Her engines, built by 
Howden, of Glasgow, ave of 300 horse- 
power nominal, and a speed of twelve and 
a half knots has been attained, so that the 
vessel will probably prove a dangerous 
antagonist in the homeward race. She has 
beon specially designed for the colonial 
trade, and is fitted with the latest patented 
improvements, including six powerful steam 
winches fixed on deck to facilitate the ship- 
ment of cargo. Her passenger accommoda- 
tion is limited, the vessel being intended 
principally for the carrying trade. Sho 
has brought a cargo of coals from 
Sydney and Neweastle (N.S.1.), and will 
shortly proceed to Hankow to load tea for 














the Home markets. She forms a handsome 
addition to the flect of ocean-going steamers 
running to Hongkong.—Daily Press, 
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In a private lotter from Amoy, received 
on the 24th inst., the writer says 
what little I can gether about the collision 
between the Lapwing and the Hochung, it 
coms that the gunboat struck the steamer 
on the starboard side, her stern entering 
two compartments, the engine-room and 
the next one aft. ‘The bilge injection was 
put on, but without success, the Hochung 
going down about three-quarters of an hour 
after the collision, I hear that four boats 
were lowered and that each conveyed about 
twonty-five passongers to the Lapwing. 

From the Daily Press we learn the follow- 
ing:—By the arrival of the steamship Thales, 
Captain Pocock, at Hongkong on the 21st 
inst., further particulars were received of the 
collision between the Zapwing and Hochung. 
It would appear that at the time the vessels 
collided tho gun-vessel was under easy 
steam and the Hochung going at full speed, 
tho latter being bound up coast and the 
Lapwing bound south; and when the 
‘unforturiate merchantman was about 13 
miles N.N.E, of Ockseu the gun-vessel 
cut into her starboard quarter with such 
force that sho went down in three-quarters 
of an hour, The time she. took to fill, 
however, was sufficiont to admit of all 
hands clearing out of the sinking vessel 
and taking in safety to the boats, there 
boing neither wind nor sea sufficient to 
create any apprehension as to tho safety of 
the shipwrecked people, The course of 
tho Thales was somewhat inside that of 
tho Hochung, and although the collision 
ocourred about eloren o'clock, it was nearly 
midnight boforo tho signals wore observed 
from Captain Pocock’s vessel, blue lights 
and rockets belng the first intimation of the 
Gisaster, these being soon after followed 
by guns from the Lapwing. When the 
Thales arrived on the spot, the P. and-O. 
steamship Zambesi, Captain Symons, which 
left Hongkong on tho 16th instant, was 
standing by, and as hor commander was 
anxious to proceed on account of the mails, 
Captain Pocock undertook to look after 
the Lapwing, and the mail steamer then 
eft on her northern course. On the well 
being sounded, it was at once discovered 
that the gun-vessel was making water, and 
Commander Scott determined to get into 
Amoy without delay ; so that about three 
a.m,, the Lapwing, escorted by the Thales, 
the latter vessel in the meantime having 
taken on board the crew and passengers of 
the sunken steamer, proceeded for Amoy, 
which was about 100 miles off. It .was 
soon discovered, that, at the rate at which 
they were progressing, night would over- 
take them before port could be reached ; 
consequently a hawser was passed and the 
Thales took the Lapwing in tow, the 
vessels reaching Amoy in safety at four 
o'clock in the afternoon, It was found 
that the water did not increase in the 
gun-vessel’ so much but that it could be 
Kept under, and her injuries are probably 
not of a very extensive nature, but her 
stem is damaged and seams are open for- 
ward, and when her rig is considered it 
will be safe to assume that some of her 
head-goar is carriéd away. ‘The passengers 
and crow of the Hochung were landed at 
Amoy, none missing, which is the one 
fortunate feature in the case, There is a 











dopth of 32 fathoms marked on the chart 
at the place where the Hochung is sunk, 
which is sufficient for two reasons—first, 
that no attempt will be made to raise her ; 
and, secondly, that the wreck Will not 
interfere with navigation. 

The Bremen Weser-Zeitung gives an 
account of the activity of tailors in that 
city caused by an order of King Kalakaua 
for 400 uniforms for his Hawaiian army. 
‘The King is enamoured of German military 
institutions, and has modelled his pigmy 
force upon the great army of the Emperor 
William. He has divided the force into 
dragoons, foot-guards, fusiliers aud mus- 
ketoors, and each soldier bears the exact 
counterpart of the German uniform, save 
that helmet and shoulder-stap are orna- 
mented with Kalakaua’s monogram. 

A telegram from Washington, dated the 
2nd March, says :—Senator Eston, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, said to-night, in reply toa question 
as to the prospect for action on the Chinese 
treaties this session, that he has at last 
substantially abandoned all hope of secur- 
ing their consideration during the short 
remaining timo before the 4th of March. 
It is only fair to add that if, as now seems 
practically certain, the treaties shall go 
over to the special session, the delay will 
not be due to any lack of good mannge- 
ment or of faithful effort on tho part of 
Senator Eston, who has charge of them, 
but must be attributed to tho pressure 
of previously accumulated business and 
to several unforeseen occurrences, such 
as the announcements of the deaths of 
two members of the House of Representa- 
tives, and of Senator Carpenter, which, 
on three soparate days, recently caused 
early adjournmonts of the Sonate, 
and prevented the holding of executive 
sessions at which,. according to previous 
arrangement, the way would have’ besn 
clear for discussing and reaching action on 
the treaties. 

Tho Japanese Indemnity Fund Bill was 
taken up. Kirkwood’s amendment to 
reduce the total to $585,000 was rejected, 
and the Bill passed—ayes, 46, noes 6. 
Coke, Harris, Jones of Florida, Maxey, 
‘Vest, aud Withers voted no. The Bill 
directs the payment to the Government of 
Japan of $1,463,224, and out of this fand 
$248,000 as prize money to the officers and 
crows of the United States ship yoming 
and the steamer Takiang, or their legal 
representatives. 

‘A Washington correspondeit, writing 
on the 12th March, says :—While General 
Grant was here he had a long interview 
with the President in reference to the 
relations of the United States to China 
aud Japan. General Grant said to the 
President that during his visit in the East 
he had studied the affairs of China and 
Japan with interest and solicitude. He 
had found the people of both. countries 
anxious to cultivate close and more friendly 
relations with the United States. England 
and Russia, he said, were ambitious to 
extend their territories. In their posses- 
sions and their influence, and suspicious 

















of each other, both had their eyes on 
China and Japan. England, particularly, 
was moving slowly but surely, with the 











determined purpose of tightening her 
grip on these rich and fertile countries and 
réducing them to dependencies; not 
perhaps by any attempt just now at 
military conquest, but through the deep 
and insidious agencies furnished by her 
unrivalled diplomatic and commercial 
advantages. China and Japan realise that 
the coils are closing around thom, and 
General Grant says they are turning in 
their need to the United States and its 
people ; that they are willing to pour their 
wealth into our arms if we will only reach 
for it and establish commercial connec- 
tions which can compete with England, 
Genoral Grant said he thought it eminently 
expedient that the United States should be 
represented at the Courts of each of these 
nations by a young, vigorous, progressive 
man—one of broad views, quick perceptions 
and capacity to seize hold of the undoubted 
great opportunities for the extension of 
American ideas. Prosident Garfiold was 
very much impressed with the viowa of 
General Grant, and assured him they would 
receive his very careful consideration. He 
said, however, that a distinguished citizon 
of his own State, Mr. Bingham, had ‘boon 
for some years United States Minister to 
Japan, and was considered to have acquitted 
himself creditably. _Goneral Grant said he 
know Bingham very well; that he was ‘a 
good representative, and ought to bo 
promoted to one of the high European 
Missions. Genoral Grant suggested as a 
proper person for the Japanese Mission 
John Russell Young, who was equally 
familiar with himself, by actual observa- 
tion, with the situation in China and 
Japan. 

To these who have ventured their money 
in Arizona mine shares, and there are not @ 
few among our readers who havo dono #0, 
the following paragraph from an American 
paper will bo of interost:—An Arizona 
correspondent of the Los Angeles Herald 
gives something of the romance of mining 
in that country.

‘The 
whiskey-eyed individual, who had not put 
up a dollar in the claim, concluded : 
Worth. a. million, if worth a cent, 
Won't sell for $75,000. Our wives will be 
dressed in silk down in Los Angeles. -Tho 
result was the parties bought out the sober 
partner, and aro now engaged in freezing 
out the would-be millionaire. Another 
instance and I will leave’ mining matters. 
A certain miner here-owed a merchant 
$110, aud on coming to pay his note had 
only $100. The merchant, tore up the 
note, remarking that it was all right. ‘Put 
me on some-claim that you discover.’

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GENERAL GARFIELD'S INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 
GengeaL GanrisnD was inaugurated 
President of the United States at 
‘Washington on the 4th of March last, 
aud his address contains, among other 
things, au account of the position of his 
country which many older kingdoms 
and empires may well envy. He began 
with @ montion of the fact that on that 
day one hundred years and three days 
had elapsed siuce the adoption of the 
firat written Constitution of the United 
States and the Articles of confederation 
and perpetual union. It was a national 
union, “broad-based upon the people's 
will,” fully able to protect. itself, aud 
with ample authority to carry its 
intentions into execution. Under that 
Constitution, freedom, order and peace, 
hod been generally preserved, the 
nation had made itself safo against 
dangers from without, and bad secured 
for their marine_and their flag, equal 
rights on the seas with the strongest. 
Tnder that Constitution, no less than 
thirty-five States had been added to 
the Union, its jurisdiction now covering 
nn area fifty times gronter than that 
of the origival thirteen States, and a 
population twenty times greater than 
that in 1780, ‘That Constitution has 
been confirmed and that Union 
comouted by the civil war which began 
twenty years ago; and now at lougth 
the questions which originated that war 
are settled, the supremacy of the 
nation aud its laws can no longer be 
‘a anbject of debate, but the Constitution 
is recognised as the euprome law of 
tho land, binding alike upon States and 
people. ‘The negro is at length admitted 
to the full rights of citizenship, only 
the Chinaman being left outside the 
sacred pale, ‘This elevation of the 
negro has beon the greatest act of the 
nation in the century that the United 
States ted. It has dispelled 
the daugor of war which was constantly 
recurring as long as slavery existed ; 
it hs freed master as well as man 
from the evils consequent on the 
existence of the servile condition ; it 
has opened to five millions of men a 
career of freedom and usefulness, and 
the negroes have uot been slow to 
take advantage of the opportunities 
offered them. The Government will 
continue to protect them in the enjoy- 
ment of the rights promised them ; 
for if in other lands it is high treason 
to compass the death of a king, it 
should be counted no less a crime in 
the States to strangle the sovereign 
power and stifle its voice, It is roundly 
asserted that in many of the southern 
States the negro is not allowed to vote, 
and that if he should vote, his ballot 
is not counted if it is given for a 
Republican candidate. We gather 
from Goucral Garfeld’sinaugaral specel 
that this injury is to be permitted 
no longer, and that a free vote and a 
fair count are to be secared, even in 
































the south. Bat to make their votes 
of value, the voters must be educated, 
and the census which bas just been 
taken shows still a dangerously high 
tide of illiteracy among a large section 
of voters and their children, North 
and south alike mast work to mest 
this danger by the saving influence of 
universal education. The  preseut 
childron are tho fature voters, the 
future ralers, of the commonwealth ; 
in this sacred work of education the 
people will find a new meaning in the 
Divine Oracle which declares that a 
little child shall lead them, for the 
fittle children will soon control the 
destinies of the Republic, 

‘Having expatiated on what has been 
done in the past aud what bas to be 
done in the way of education for the 
fatnre, General Garfield goes on to 
review the imminent labours of the 
present. The prosperity which now 
prevails has no parallel in the history 
of the States, . Fruitful seasons have 
enabled an intelligent administration 
to preserve the public credit and 
resume specie payments, ‘The pressing 
question now is the relative value of 
the precious metals. The constant 
variations in this value have made a 
confusion which can only be remedied 
by general agreement among the lead- 
ing commercial nations to secure the 
general use of both metals, This is 
the object of the bi-metallic conference ; 
we have little hope that its discussions 
will produce any factory result. 
The compulsory circalation of legal 
tender notes should be abolished, and 
the value of such paper shonld depend 
only upon its convenience in use. The 
national debt should be refund 
lower rate of interest, bat in suc! 
manner as to obviate the stringency 
which the prospect of the passage of 
the Refanding Bill caused lately in Now 
York. The interests of agriculture 
are to receive more attention, and 
the Government apparently is to 
supply the farmers with the lights 
of praoticnl science and experience, 
for more than half the population of 
the States makes its livelihood from 
farming, and agrionitaral products 
farnish much the largest part of the 
exports from America. The steady 
and healthy growth of manufactures is 
to be maintained: and it is evident 
that the new President still clings to 
the fallacy that the healthy growth of 
manofactares is promoted by protec- 
The increase of American 
tonnage on the ocean is to be fostered: 
tho most rational way to effect this is 
to permit the American shipowner to 
buy his in the cheapest market, 
but unfortunately the new Secretary 
of State, Mr. Blaine, is the staunchest 
opponent of any change in the Ni 
tion Laws. The time bas come, 
the General, for the constraction of a 
ship railway or a canal across the 
Central American isthmus: he does 
not state which of the rival schemes 
he prefers, bat he re-affirms that it is 
the right and daty of the United States 





































to assert its authority over any inter- 
oceanic canal across the isthmus 
connecting North and South America. 
Meanwhile Count de Lesseps is hard 
ab work. 

Although the Constitation guarantees 
absolute religious freedom, it does not 
permit polygamy, and the Mormon 
imperium in imperio is to be crashed, 
The civil service is to be regulated so 
as to abrogate the wretched custom 
which makes the minor offices of the 
executive the spoils of party, and 
Congress is to be asked to fix the 
tenure of such offices, and to settle the 
grounds npon which only the incumbents 
can be removed daring their tenure, 
It will be no slight boon if the new 
President can succeed in abolishing the 
unwritten law by which every office- 
holder in the country is now compelled 
to subscribe to the election funds of 
his party by the fear of losing bia 
office if his party is unsuccessfal, or of 
being turned out of it as a maloontent 
if he refuses to subscribe. 

It is generally a worthy programme 
that General Garfield announces. He 
comes into office with a large majority 
anda sympatheticHouse of Representa 
tives. It is to be hoped that when his 
four years are over, be will be able to 
record that a fair proportion of his 
promises has been fulfilled. 












INDIAN GOVERNMENT. 

Ir is evident in many ways that the 
subject of the government and adminis. 
tration of India is now undergoing 
that lovg process in the Eoglish mind 
which invariably procedes action, and 
that at some day not very distant it will 
be discovered by one of the political 
parties that people are determined that 
something must be done to put matters 
in the East in a botter state, Tho 
favourite politician of the day will 
“take up India,” his friends will 
awaken to a sense of their duty, meet- 
ings will be held, when that singular 
product of the age, the Calontta baboo, 
will speak, and the thing will bo 
done. We doubt if many people know 
what the actual condition of India is; 
whether her millions of inhabitants are 
living in comfort or morely dragging 
ont a wretched existence, Most of 
those who have written on Indian 
subjects of Into years have held extreme 
viewa on oue side or the other, and it 
is impossible to estimate how far the 
public mind has been bisssed by tho 
optimist or the pessimist schools. But 
the average Englishman, though ho 
may have no special knowledge of 
Tndian affairs, has a notion that these 
fare not as they shonld be, and that 
something is wrong in the finances 
which ought to be set right, which 
he will see about in the first idle 
moment. * 

‘We published Colonel Gordon's 
pamphlet on the Indian expenditure a 
few days ago, and the recent appearance 
of; SirR. Temple's work, “India in 1880,” 
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affords us an opportunity of comparing 
the conclusions of two very dissimilar 
men, Colonel Gordon is ‘alarmed ; Sir 
Richard iz, on the whole, sanguine 
about the future of the country, and 
fhirty. years’ service there gives Lim 
‘an unimpeachable olaim to be received 
8,6 good witness. Colonel Gordon's 
Knowledge of India ig perhaps not 
greater than that of many thousauds 
of intelligent poople, for a week or 
tsyo spout there ou the staff of n newly- 
appointed Viceroy cannot have added 
much to the stock of information with 
which he Ianded. He wants chenper 
government for India, bat it appears 
to us that even on the figures he has 
given, tho cost of the administration is 
not higher at Home, everything 
being taken fairly into account. When 
writing of defences a little more 
Acquaintance with the subject might 
have prevented bim from saying that 
tho fuob that the “ ports of India are 
our trae bases of operation had been 
overlooked.” Bombay and Kurrachee 
‘re the only. ports of consequence on 
the Indian coast, aud Sir R. Templo 
8 that for “the vitally important 
itions plans of defence have beon 
od, but not carried out, partly 
yi and partly on 
agcouut of doubts whether fortifioatiar 
constitute the best means of defenc 
and with an officient fleet in the ocean the 
protection of the coast ports is assured, 
Those who advocate an economical, if 
not a cheese-paring policy in Indin, 
always clamour for the rapid substitu. 
tion "of native for Europeans in tho 
givil service. The process has been 
going on for yoars, and Siv R. Temple 
In ablo to eay that though much remains 
to be done, the measures taken by the 
Indian Government for improving the 
Official prospects of tho uation, “forms 
one of the brightest pages -in the 
Annals of British India,” but be adds 
that most of these places “ wherein 
the public safety requires the exercise 
of what aro known as the distinctive 
British qualities, Europeans must for 
an indefinite time to come coutinue to 
be employed.” ‘I'he difference betwen 
the two writers could not be better 
‘shown than by the manner in which they 
regard what ‘Colonel Gordon calls the 
pomp that attends the progresses of 
the Viceroy, which he would put an 
end to, ‘nat believing that the people 
gare anything about it,” whereas Sir 
Richard avers that “frugality in the 
pomp and circumstance of state is 
earried so far as to constitute a pol 
disadvantage in the eyes of the 
natives ;” bat he belougs to the initiated 
phalanx whom the Colonel bombards 
with a greater profusion of italics than 
we have seon for many a day. We 
have such a high respect for the 
Colonel that it is with regret we find 
him instituting a misleading comparison 
between the cost of the forces at Home 
and in the Colonies with the cost of 
the army in India, In the grand total of 
the English forces at Home and in the 
‘Colonies, he includes the auxiliaries, the 
























































Volunteers, militia and reserve, which 
do not cost the country nearly as much 
ne tho regular army, and these numbers 
are about two-thirds of the total of 
mbat he terms the Imperial forces. 
And thus he makes the charges for 
the Indian army appear to be greatly in 
excess of that for the rest of the forces. 
The pay of the superior officers in Indin, 
if it be twice as much as that of those 
of the same rank serving in the Eastern 
Colonies, will no doubt receive the 
attention of the economists of the 
House of Commons, but the matter is 
not a great one. We should not have 
noticed it had it not led to Colonel 
Gordon’s remark on the Indian revenue 
and the precarious nature of that part 
of it which is derived from opium. 
‘The revenue has increased from 45 
millions sterling in 1862 (jnst after 
large additions lad been made to 
taxation in order to defray the cost of 
the Mutiny) to 68 millions in 1879-80, 
ile the oxpenditnre, including 16 
millions incarred for famines and ten 
lost in xchange, las inerensed 20 
millions in the same time, The revenuo 
is termed inelastio by writers like Mr. 
Hyndman, but Sir RB. 
that though the olasticity which 
possesses is uot equal to that of 
Enaropean nations, the revenne con- 
uues to show a stendy though slow 
increase, and that no. real ground for 
alarm exists. In a recent debate in 
the Peers, Lord Derby took the same 
viow of tho elnaticity of the revenue, 
bat he looked on the condition of the 
Indian Gvancial fature with some dis- 
trust. ‘The opiam question is slowly 
ripening in England, and the severance 
of the coantry from any share in it 
may almost at any time come to the 
frout in Home pol As the pro- 
sperity of the re 

greatly on the coudition of the poorer 
people, and so wany differing opini 
of that have been 
world, we are glad to see that Sir 
R. Templo is able to say that a 
noticeable improvement has occurred, 
and is still going on. He gives 
instances from his observation of the 
common life of the people, to support 
his atatement that the wealth of India is 
now less concentrated in the hands of 
afew very rich men, and more diffused 
among the people. ‘There has been, be 
says, an almost universal substitution of 
metal for earthenware in the domestic 
utensils of the humbler classes; of 
foreign piece goods for coarse country- 
made cloth, thatched roofs on cottages 
have been replaced by tiling, pack 
‘animals by wheeled oarringes, and better 
carts and breeds of cattle aro used in 
agriculture ; “the bedizened equipages, 
elephants, and steeds of the rich man 
are now seldom seen, but the poor man 
rides to market as he uever rode 
before.” Sir R. Temple’s work is a 
most valuable and comprehensive 
account of India.

FOOCHOW,. 

Anew Prefect named Chieh Yui ( fff) 
has been appointed at this port in liew of 
the former Prefect, Wang (=F) who has 
been appointed to a more lucrative post in 
the interior. 

Tn consequence of the failure of the 
Kiu Tai Bauk, native banks have resolved 
to take undue precautions with regard to 
their advances to teamen, and but few of 
the latter have gone up to the various 
sections of the tea district to inspect and 
purchase tens. ‘The progress of picking 
and preparing the tea for the Foochow 
market this season, it is gaid by the 
Chinese, is to be greatly retarded owing to 
the shortcoming of the ‘ Almighty Dollar.” 

‘Phe French flagship Phémis, with Admiral 
Duperré on board, has visited this port, 
remaining at Sharp Peak, The Admiral 
and staff proceeded in the French corvette 
Kersaint to Pagoda Anchorage, and from 
thence in a steam launch to the Settlement 
the samo day. ‘The Admiral visited the 
French Consul and was entertained by him 
for four days, when the Admiral took his 
doparturo for Pagoda. Both the Thémis 
and Kersaint have left for Japan, 

‘Tho Shanghai Volunteers gave a farowell 
dimer to their Jato commandant, Major 
Holliday, prior to his departure for England 
in the French mail. ‘he Volunteors at 
Shanghat are quite a success. Why, lotus 
ask, cannot Foochow have a Volunteor 
Corps? We have no means of communi- 
cating with the outer world save through 
an occasional steamer or so, and in caso 
anything should happen to’ threaten tho 
peace here what would wo be able to do? 
A Volunteer Corps at this port mould, if 
not entirely, still in a measure do away 
with the possibility of any outbreak at 
this port. “Then there is both the salutary 
and moral effect a Volunteor Corps would 
have upon the Chineso here, It would 
demonstrate to theso Celestials that, much 
as we rely on our dependency upon occa- 
sional communications with other ports for 
protection, when such should be necessary, 
our own efforts towards such an object 
would lemon auch dependency, and afford 
a striking example of tho advinability of not 
dopending too much upon others,—Herald,

Pitman—who seems to have been uneasy 
from the first — immediately instituted 
enquiries, nothing tranapired until the day 
before yesterday (Thursday) when the body 
of a man was discovered in a well at 
Taukiji, Vokiyo, ‘Two deep gashes in the 
neck and several wounds in the head, left 
no doubt as to the cause of death,’ For 
the rest, the body was stripped of every- 
thing except shirt and trowsers, a gold 
watch, ring, &e., which the deceased was in 
the habit of wearing being removed, and 
nothing left except a pocket-book contain- 
ing a few cards, No definite clue to the 
murderers has yet been obtained, but it is 
believed that the police are on their track,

Wo hear that the Corean Government is 
about to send another Embassy to Japan, 
bat the time is not yet fixed. Six prominent 
oflicials aro to inspect Japaneso educa 
tional and industrial establishinents, as the 
Coreans are anxious to introduce eivili 
tion from their country. At Gensanshin 
and Fusan, the Corean merchants observe 
with geet the prepouderating and growing 
influence gained by the Japanese, an 
seem to think it would be better for them 
to export direct to Japan and purchaso 
what they require in its ports, than to 
trade with the Japanese mts in 
Corea. Last month, fifteen native mer- 
chants of Fusan resolved to visit Japan, 

paid fifty yen a day for the deten- 
ion of the Annei Maru for threo days. 
At the end of that time they had not 























completed their proparations, and they 
accordinyly postponed their departure 
until the next steamer, paying two 


handred and fifty kwammon to the Annei 
Maru as compensation. We believe that 
this visit of Corean merchants will produce 
considerable changes in our trade with 
that country, and we advise our merchants 
not to grasp at large immediate profits and 
thus spoil business, but rather to act so as to 
ensure continuous, if smaller, profit to the 
Empire. Many of the Japanese residents 
of i Ysushima, ‘These 
mon are priveipally employed as commis- 
sion agents, and behave so improperly to 
the Coreans that frequent complaints are 
made to the Consul. The affairs of the 
Chamber of Commerce aro now finally 
arranged, and the loug-promised nows 
paper will be issued shortly, as all the 
necessary preparations for doing so havo at 
length “been completed.—Hiogo News’

To avoid this 
contingency, they have adopted the plan of 
sonding out the subject given and getting 
outside friends to send them back a com- 
position on the theme. To do this it 
is necessary to purchase the connivance 
of the officials and underlings in tho 
inner and outer enclosures. To this end 
a subscription is raised amongst those 
who wish to perpetrate this fraud, and as 
soon as the subject is given out it is passed 
out to mon in readiness, some of whom 
run off two sets of compositions for their 
‘rotegés inside, ‘Tho propristors of ‘the 
rei Sing Lotteries too, who aro estab- 
ished at Macao, aro answerable for the 
expenditure i in this 
manner, for it is to their interest to secure 
the success of candidates with uncommon 
names that aro not much patronised by 
the purchasers of Lottery tickets. Hence 
the necessity for a more careful watch over 
tho officials and underlings on duty in the 
inner and outer enclosures. 

Third.—The post of copyat ofthe essays 
should never be allowed to be bought. It 
is a constant practice with them to co) 
out with special care the papers of candi- 
dates who have come to an arrangement 
with them, using particularly bright ink 
and sconting the paper, that it may take 
the fancy of the examiner; orrors and 
awkwardnesses in the original boing altered 
or toned down, while the papers of those 
who have not made an arrangement with 
them are copied roughly and carelessly, 
numbers of mistakes and omissions being 
made. Occasionally, too, the number 
allotted to a client is placed upon a particu- 
larly good essay, the number allotted to 
tho writer of this essay being placed on 
the worthless composition. 

Fourth,—Tho papers of the candidates 
should be inspected in the large hall, and 
not in the separate apartments of the 
associate examiners. Many of theso men 
are idle and caroless, and some are opium- 
smokers. If they are in their own rooms 
under no supervision, they often leave the 
perusal of the papers to their so-called 

rants, and these, having an understand- 
ig with many of the graduates, pass thoso 
essays which they have boen paid to pass,

MEETING OF THE NORTH-CHINA BRANCH 
OF THE ROYAL ASIATIC SOCIETY. 

A meeting of the above Society took 
laco'on Tuesday evening at their rooms in 

‘uen-ming-yuen Road, to hear a paper on 
iho Rapids of the Upper, Yangtsz,” 
by Mr. EB, H. Parker, of H. M.’s Consular 
Sorvico at Ohungking. 

‘Mr. G. J. Mornisox, President of the 
Society, ocoupicd the Chair, and there'were 
about twenty-five members and visitors 
present. 

‘The Cuarruay, after a few introductory 
remarks roferring to the fact of his ocoupy- 
ing the Chair for the first time since his 
election as President of the Society, went 
on to express the hopo that the attendance 
at its meetings would incréaso. He thought 
that this might be accomplished if the 
subjédts’ selected for pipers to be read 
wéto of moro interest to" the public at 
large than’ those gonerally chosen. For 
ingtainco, tho “subject of Chinese banking 
was ono about which he thought very little 
was known, and‘on which’ information 
would” bo 'weloomé: to many.’

its Library consequent on its transfer 
to the custody of the Shanghai Library. 
He had, however, refrained from making 
use of space afforded until it should be 
known whether the state of the finances 
would permit of the necessary expenditure 
for converting some of the old show-cases 
and buying new ones. By the re-arrange- 
ment and enlargement that the Society are 
now in a position to commence, the Curator 
thinks that new spirit might be infused 
and a greater impetus given to the affairs 
of the Museum by the assumption of the 
functions of Curator by several members 
in place of one individual as heretofore ; 
each taking that province with which he is 
most familiar, or in which he is most 
interested. Let, for example, zoology and 
botany be undertaken by one, gevlogy by 
another aud technology by a third. 
such an arrangement a kind of committee 
would be constituted, each member of 
which would be ablo to call upon his 
friends for assistance in procuring speci 
mens and information relating to his 
particular department, which would con- 
sequently be benefited by the closor and 
more competent attention he could devote 
to its interests, and that, too, without auy 
great tax on his leisure. | Mr, Jansen 
would also strongly urge tho value a 
good technological collection would possess, 
and the easy and inexpensive manner in 
which it might be acquired. Specimens of 
all the products of Chinese labour, whether 
in agriculture, arts, or manufactures, would 
form a most interesting and suggestive 
collection, and there could be little doubt, 
that these could be procured through the 
medium of the several Consuls and 
especially the Custom House officials in 
the different open ports; and that the 
Society might confidently rely—if proper 
application were made to him—on the 
cordial co-operation of tho Inspector- 
General of Customs, whose love of scienco 
and interest in the advancement of Chinese 
affairs would enlist his sympathies in the 
scheme. The formation of such a collec- 
tion would impart now life to the institu- 
tion, and give interest and variety to its now 
somewhat monotonous exhibit composed 
mostly of ens ‘of the zoology of this 
province. labour of arranging the 
specimens in cases would be but a small 
part, of the work required in collecting 
such an exhibit. ‘The history, description, 
uses; and methods of preparation of its 
many interesting _protugs should be 
gleaned—study and examination made— 
and the result given to the public to enable 
it to benefit by the undertaking. The 
collection would embrace tho direct pro: 
ducts of Chinese labour in their marketable 
state ; that is, as they are produced and 
offered for sale by the farmer, artisan, 
or manufacturer. In arravging such a 
collection a classification should be adopted, 
simple, and at the same time comprehensive, 
and as the Society is limited in means and 
in space, it might be welf perhaps at first 
to confine exertions to obtaining specimens 
of—first, all food substances; second, 
substances used in arts and manufactures ; 
third, natural history in relation to the 
production of the abore. For instance, 
the first department would include cereals 
and legumes, fruits and vegetables, 
farinaceous substances, sugar, beverages,

liquors, narcotics, spices, and condiments. 
inder the second heading would come all 
animal and vegetable fibres, paper materials, 
dyes, colouring and painting materials, 
fanning materials, gums and resins, fats, 
oils and wax. ‘The third department 
would embrace natural history in relation 
to, or in any way connected with, the 
production of the above, such as farm 
animals, those found upon the farm in a 
wild state, those denominated “farm pests” 
~or useful’ as furnishing food. or by 
Aestroying insects ; domestic poultry, game 
birds, hybrids, ‘ birds — beneficial or 
injurious—insects injurious to _vegeta- 
tion, arranged in regard to the plants on 
which they feed, together with artificial 
means “of destruction, ete. ete. The 
Cnrator was aware that tho utilitarian 
character of such a collection would 
probably strike some of the members as 
foreign to the original design of the 
Museum. Still he hoped that before the 
suggestion was thrown it 
would receive due consideration. , Tis. 500 
were received yearly from the Ratopayers 
of Shanyhai under the idea of the Museum 
being a public benefit, but the accumulated 
contributions of the fow years it had beon 
in existence were nearly. all #0 purely 
scientific that while presenting points of 
interest to lovers of science, they possessed. 
but little else to recommend them to the 
general public. ‘The technological depart= 
ment suggested would, however, be of a 
ature, and while but slightly 
interfering with the present routine of the 
iustitution, it would bo a benefit to the 
public at large, and while interesting all, it 
would be an honour to the Museum’ to 
possess it. 

‘The Cxamwaw thought the suggestions 
contained in the report were valuable, but 
he was inclined to doubt whether’ the 
exhibits ast referred to would be as 
interesting to the public as Mr. Janson 
seemed to think.

SHANGHAI WASHING COMPANY. 

‘Tho second annual meeting of the Shatig- 
hai Washing Company was held yesterday 
afternoon, at the Shanghai Club. 

‘Phero were present : Messrs. Brodio A. 
Clarke (in the Chair) and Robert Mackenzie, 
Directors ; and Messrs. F. G. White, J. 
Buchanan, W. B. Jamioson, A. Greathead, 
and Wilmer Harris (Acting Secretary), 
representing 28 shares. 

‘Phe Caran read the minutes of the 
last annual meoting, held on the 4th May, 
1880. He then said that one of the Direc 
tors, Mr. T. W. Kingsmill, had resigned 
his ‘post when he went Home, and the 
vacanoy had not been filled. 

The minutes were confirmed, on tho 
motion of Mr. White. 

The Cxamaan stated with reference to 
the accounts that the debt owing to the 
estato of the late Mr. Meller had boon 
reduced to Tls. 100 since the report had 
beon made out, and the executors of that 

ontleman had consented to receive the 
faiance in instalments, and it would pro- 
bably be paid in two or three months. 
‘Tis. 215 odd had been expended for repairs 
to the premises which had to be executed 
before the lessee would take them. ‘The 
inswtrance policy would terminate on the12th 
of October next, and he thought that there 
were companies who would grant a policy 
next year at a cheaper rate. ‘The late Mr. 
‘Meller’s executors were paid monthly out of 
the money received in advance from the 
lessee. The present lease would terminate 
on the 30th Juno, but the lessee had the 
option of renewing it for another year at 
‘Tis. 70 per month. 

‘Mr. Wine asked if tho lessee were 
obliged to keep the premises in repair? 

The CuarMan said he had to do so for 
two years, The premises, éc., were now 
in very fair working order. 

Mr. Boouawan wished to know whether 
the increase that had taken place in the 
value of the land owned by the Company 
exceeded the depreciation in value of tho 
plant, &e. 

‘Tho Cuarauay thought that it would 
almost do so, if not quite. Before Mr. 
Kingsmill left for England, he had 
expressed the opinion that the land was 
now worth Tis. 2,200 or Tis. 2,400. Con- 
siderable increase had lately taken place in 
work for the steamers aud shipping, but 
the lessee complained very much of the 
delay and trouble he experienced in getting 
his money from residents, aud of the num- 
ber of bad debts. People kept him waitin 
three or four months, and then paid him for 
thé first month, and so on, and this caused 

















him considerable trouble and expensé in 
paying shrofis, &.

THE VOLUNIEER ENCAMPMENT AT WOOSUNG. 
[By our correspondent.] 
‘Woosung, Sunday evening. 
More propitious weather than that with 
which we have been favoured for our 
sooampment ‘at Woosung could not be 
desired, and we venture to think that 
when the members of the Corps who are 
conspicuous by their absence hear of our 
experiences the trials we havo undergone, 
and the enjoyment wo have had, they 
will sincerely regret that they have not 
shared with us in this new feature of 
Volunteering in the Model Séttlement. 
‘The ardour of the Infantry was somewhat 
damped by the small muster in the Police 
Compound yesterday afternoon. Only 
about half the men of No. 1 and No. 2 
‘Companies who were expected to be present 
put in an appearance, and for the first 
time since the resuscitation of the Corps, 
the two Infantry Companies looked small 
in comparison with the musters of the 
Attillerymon and the Light Horse. No. 2 
Company has the largest number of men 
on the roll, and it only mustered sixteen, 
and No. 1 Company, which has the next 
highest roll-call, was only two stronger, 
while the Artillery mustered twenty-one, 
and the Rangers twenty-three, Thus the 
turn-out of the Rangers and Artillerymen 
was highly croditable, and their esprit de 
corps was at its highest pitch ; but the 
Infantry wore Incking in enth 
well they might be, and drooped tl 
in shame for the absentees. Captain Dall: 
of the Artillery, was in command ; Captain 
Keswick was in charge of the Light Horse, 
assisted by Lieutenants Brodie Clarke and 
Whitty ; Lioutenant Liddell had command 
of the Horse Artillery; aud Captain Mac- 
kenzie and Captain Harvie were in charge 
of No. 1 and No. 2 Companies respectively ; 
Lieutenants Glass and Morrison of No. 1 
Company, and Lieutenant Tucker of No. 2 
Company, were also present. ‘he total 
strength of the force, all told, is about 
eighty. The march down was enjoyable, 
the road being in much better condition 
than I, at least, expected. We had refresh- 
ments at Kongwan; beer for those who 
wanted it, and aécated waters for the 
teetotallers. Here we found that the 
number of our officers had by degrees 
become beautifully less. Apparently disap- 
pointed at the smallness of the attend- 
‘ance, Captain Keswick, Captain Mac- 
kenzie, Captain Harvie,’ and Lieutenant 
Whitty, had returned to the Settlement. 
Having 'refreshed ourselves, the march was 
continued, and we arrived at our destination 
shortly after five o'clock. The empty house 
and godown belonging to the Messageries 
Maritimes Company had been arranged for 
our accommodation, but our bedding and 
other requisites to camp life’ were in 
house-boats moored off the jetty, aud our 
first duty was to get these ashore and 
prepare our sleeping quarters. A fow words 
as to the accommodation provided for us.

‘This rail divides the room, and one halé 
is sot apart for the Light Horso and 
the other half for the Artillery. At the 
back there are a Javatory and other con- 
venionces. A little to the south of the 
godown, on a level greonsward, is the 
commistariat department, under skilled 
management, the benefits of which .are 
dispensed in a large marquee, composed 
of the two tents used at the Race Meotings 
for the convenience of members of the 
Shanghai Club, and here, as indeed every- 
whero lse, the arrangements are most 
complete. ‘So much for our own creature 
comforts, But not only are wo satisfac. 
torily housed and fed, but the ponies of 
tho Light Horso and Artillery aro also well 
attended to. They aro tied up in tho 
Harbour-master’s compound, and aro pro- 
vided with as good ‘chow-chow as they 
would obtain in their own stables, whilo 
a tent has been erected for the use ‘of the 
mafoos. 

‘As soon as we had landed our bedding 
and clothes from the house-boats and made 
up our beds, a guard consisting of a 
Lieutenant, Sergeant, and twelve men was 
called out, and four sentries were told off, 
but owing to the near approach of the 
Ainner-hour they did not take up their poste 
until it was over. Soon after dinner we all 
tured in, with full confidence in thono 
who were to guard us.during our slumbers 
on the boards. 

‘Tho guard has beon relieved every six 
hours and tho sontries every two houra, 
By this arrangement every man in camp 
has done sentry duty onco, and a fow of 
tho less fortunate ones have been called 
upon a second time. - 

The reeeillée was sounded at five o'clock 
this morning, and every man had to turn 
out. ‘hero was an inspection parade at 
ight o'clock, after which some of the men 
indulged in athletic exercises, running, 
jumping, tugs-of-war, do., while others 
availed of an order granted by the Taotai to 
visit the forts at Woosung. Several visitors 
arrived from Shanghai and stayed for tiffia, 
Mr. R. W. Little, the Chairman of tho 
Municipal Gouncil ‘and Civil Commandant 
of th 8, arrived soon afterwards, and 
was received by tho guard with due 
honours. He was accompanied by four 
ladies, who were subsequently shown round 
the quarters, as were also other ladies who 
visited the camp during tho day. 

‘At threo o'olook there was a 
parade, followed by an hour's dril 
compotnd, the uso of which had boon

kindly granted by a Mandarin, who was 
yery affable and seemed to take great 
interest in the movements. For his kind- 


ness he was honoured by a march-past, 
and ammunition was served out to eight 
of the infantry to display their shooting 
capabilities at a small target used by 
natives, and they acquitted themselves 
remarkably well. Some of the officers who 
left us yesterday joined us again this after- 
Bo. hing has gone on most 
So’ far everything has g 
satisfactorily. We have bon comfortable 
in our sleeping quarters, the commissariat 
department has been all ye could desire, 
and the hospital and guard-Foom are empty. 
We return early to-morrow morning, 
when we hope to put our comrades in 
Shanghai to the blush. We have got on 
well without them; ‘but the more the 
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merrier, and their absence has marred 
what would otherwise have been one of the 
most auccessful and enjoyable reunions of 
‘Volunteors since the Corps has been in 
existoace, 


Immediately after despatching my letter 
to you by mounted courier on Sunday 
evening, we filed in to dinner, except, of 

* course, the unfortunate ones on , 
and it would be an injustice to com- 
rades if I did not tell you that during my 
Iengthened experience as a blood-stained 

wartior, I never saw a body of men oat a 

more hearty meal, The drill we had in 
the afternoon was a stiff one, and the 
weather was hot besides. Few in num- 
bers, but determined in spirit, we drilled 
well, and a mafoo informs me that the 

Mandarin who watched our mancuvres 

from the balcony of his residence, thought 

We were a usoful body of men, The 

exercise, a drink when it was over, a rub 
down, and a stroll on the beach in the cool 
of tho evening, with a refreshing breeze 
from the river, whotted our appetites to 
@ degree that we could not do otherwise 
than fully appreciate the demands made on 
our attention by the commissary. I simply 
told you yesterday that wo were well 
satisfied with the arrangements of this 
important department, but for the edifica- 
tion of any of my comrades who shirked 
their duty, fearing that they would be 
starved and deprived of their usual 
modicum of sleep if they had joined us, 
having already described our sleeping quar- 

ters, I will ive you a list of the dishes I 

myself havo had my fair share of durin, 
the lat forty-sight our, rogrotting that 

cannot send such namby-pamby comrades a 

scented menu. But Iam aspiring to the 

Position of corporal, and my influence fa the 
Jorps before our next encampment may 

bo sufficient to remedy this grave but 
only defect in our present arrangements 
and in caso the comrades I havo referred 
to absont themselves on that occasion I will 
take care that they each have a ment to 
sond to their dearest ones at Home 
to show how they would have been starved 
if they had risked their precious lives 
under canvas with the Shanghai Voluntoor

come over the inspiration of my thoughts. 
ybsent colleagues aro not namby-

Church round the Corner, we regard the 
duties we are now performing as a work of 
ty not less in importance to the well 
boing and protection of our cosmopolitan 
Sottloment than tho spread of religious 
truths and strict observance of the Sabi 
by one of the many denominations in our 
midst.

@reat interest our veteran Captain-in-com- 
mand takes in the Corps, and of his exer- 
tions to make the encampment a success. 
Tt was not a mutual-admiration speech ; 
every word Lieutenant Morrison uttered 
in praise of Captain Dallas we knew was 
well deserved, and with the heartiness it 
merited we drank his health in bumpers. 
Captain Dallas thanked us for what he 
said—as all good workers do—was an 
undeserved compliment, and when we 
objected, he even ventured a joke, which 
was as much appreciated as it was unex- 
pected. Before resuming his seat he 
proposed the health of the visitors, coup- 
ing with the toast the name of Mr. Olsen, 
‘Harbour-Master at Woosung, who has been 
most obliging to us during our brief stay 
here. Mr. Olsen suitably responded. 

We turned in about ten o'clock. I say 
“we,” because I was not one of the 
unfortunates on duty. It was threatening 
rain, They had to remain at their posts, 
and they had a rough time of it, rain fall- 
ing almost continuously after midnight. 
‘The occupants of the barracks, No. 1 and 
No. 2 Company, were startled shortly before 
two o'clock iby ‘an alarm of fire. The 
sentry observed a glare of light in one of 
the rooms, and on entering found that the 
candle in a Chinese lantern burnt 
down and ignited tho lamp; still the 
slumbering Volunteers were not awakened. 
‘The sontry raised an alarm and the flames 
were soon extinguished. The incident 
created quite a commotion, but the thanks 
the sentry. received for his vigilance were 
moreforciblethan polite. The Infantry were 
so comfortable in their quarters that they 
objected to be disturbed, even though 
their lives might in a few minutes have 
been endangered. 

‘Wo wore called this (Monday) morni 
at five o'clock, and at once had breakfasts 
At twenty minutes past six o'clock the 
Infantry, in charge of Licutenant Tucker 
of No. 2 Company, with Lieutonants Glass 
and Morrison of No. 1 Company also in 
attendance, started for the march back to 
the Settlement. It was then raining, 
and the railway track was found to 
beawfully muddy. The Light Horse over- 
took the Infantry a little below Kong- 
wan and on, The Artillery were 
the last to leave the camp, and in 
crossing one of the narrow bridges before 
reaching the railway track ono of the guns 
capsi: into the ditch, and they were 
detained about half an hour in getting it 
out. The Light Horse reached the Settle- 
ment before nine o'clock ; the Infantry 
were about half an hour behind them ; and 
the Artillery arrived at eleven o'clock. 

I am sure every Volunteer will join 
with me in thanking Lieutenant Morrison 
for the accommodation he provided for 
us, and also Captain Dallas for the strict 
discipline he maintained in camp, combined 
with congeniality and good companionship, 
I may add that Ye was the geueral wish to 
have another encampment at some conve- 
nient seaso1 and Chinese New Year 
was mentioned as the time when we could 
spend three or four days at Woosung with 
great benefit to the Corps in general. 






























‘THE TEMPERANOE DEMONSTRATION. 

A demonstration of teetotallers took place 
on Saturday, in which the members of the 
‘Temperance Society and of the various 
Good Templar Lodges took part, and its 
promoters, we are assured, look upon it as

left entirely to their own resources, and 
in consequence, we presume, a pro 
cession this year was not attempted, 

the attractions being confined to athletic 
sports on the Race Course in the after- 
noon, anda social gathering, followed by 
a free entertainment, in the evening at 
the Temperance Hall. The weather was 
splendid for the enjoyment of out-door 
sports, alike for the competitors and specta- 
tors, and our teetotal friends se to 
have all the material for sports worthy of 
their cause, but they failed in their manago- 
ment, They had a good programme of 
events, but no preparations had been mado 
for it to be carried out in a systematic 
manner, mainly, we presume, because the 
officials did not understand, or at least 
confine themselves to, their respective 
duties; and in consequence there was an 
utter want of system. It was urged that 
the arrangements had been hurriedly made 
to enable the crew of the U.S.S. Richmond 
to take part in the demonstration, and this 
may seem to some a justifiable excuso for 
the confusion that prevailed, and as no 
entrance fee was charged to spectators, to 
point out defects may seem to be ungra- 
cious. But as these demonstrations aro 
given more or less with a view to influence 
public opinion in favour of the Temper- 
ance cause, surely overy effort should 
be put forward to avoid the ridicule 
that was invoked on Saturday. No 
doubt the experience obtained will bo 
advantageously utilised at the next de 
stration the teetotallers venture to givo, 
and in their own interests we woul 

recommend them not to ive sports again 
unless they act up to the axiom that what 
is worth doing, is worth doing well. ‘The 
‘attendance of residents was greater than on 
the former occasion, but owing to the 
looseness of tho management, “wo fear 
that few of them could take more than 
little interest in the races, if they saw 
them at all, and the only enjoyment thy 
obtained was from the fineness of the 
weather and the stroll on the turf.

FIGHT BETWEEN SMUGGLERS. 

Two Chinamen arrived in Shanghai 
on Tuesday from Chapoo, suffering from 
serious injuries received in a conflict 
amongst smugglers on Saturday last. Thoy 
camo to the Gutzlaf Hospital, in the 
Ningpo Road, which is under the superin- 
tendence of Dr. Jamieson, at the expense 
of a wealthy Chinaman ‘at Chapoo, who 
had heard of the reputation of the Hospital 
and of the skill of Western medical practi- 
tioners. ‘Their injuries, which are of a 
revolting nature, have been inflicted with 
the utmost barbarity, the detailed cireum- 
stances in connection with which wo have 
been unable to ascertain, But from the 
information we haye received from quos- 
tions put to the men themselves, it would 
appear that Chapoo, which is a town on the 
Hangehow Bay, is tho rendezvous of gangs 
of salt smugglers, who ply their vocation 
openly and aro too strong for tho 
interference of the local mandarin and 
their soldiers, When not interfored with, 
they are kindly disposed to the populace 
and well behaved, fraternising even 
with the soldiers of the yaméns. But they 
occasionally have faction fights among 
thomselves, which are desperate. afrays, 
and it was on one of these occasions that 
the two men now in the Gutziai? Hospital 
were injured. One gang attempted to 
steal the salt belonging to another gang. 
ght cnwued, ine ytich the’ ccone of 
between forty and fifty hoats, armed with 
all descriptions of deadly weapons,—guns, 
swords, daggers, knives, &0., took part. 
The men in the Hospital stato that their 
fleet consisted of sixteon boats, and that 
they were attacked by thirty other boats 
and beaten, and that their salt and boats 
were taken from them. It is evident that 
the battle was fierce and bloody, as, during 
the mélée, they saw two or three of their 
comrades who were killed fall into the 
water, and their own injuries tend to show 
that what they state is no exaggeration. 
One of them is not expected to recover, 
his skull being fractured in threo places, 
and he has cuts and stabs on his face, 
arms, shoulders, and fest. The other, 
though his injuries aro less dangerous, is 
hacked about in a similar manner, having 
three cuts on his head, and the bone of 

















his left arm laid bare; three of his 
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fingers are broken on his left hand, and 
‘one on his right; he has a stab in the 
side and also one on the buttocks, ‘They 
escaped before the fight was over, and 
meeting with the well-to-do Chinaman 
who had heard of the Gutzlaff Hospital, hi 
provided thom with money to come and be 
treated there. 





PROPOSED SHBEP FARM IN THE NORTH. 
By the last American mail two begs of 
tho seed of some of the finest cotton grown 
in the United States was received here 
from the Deportment, of Agricultare at 
Washington to be forwarded to His 
Excellency the Viceroy of Ohihli. Last

Mr. Markham, a well-known 
sheop-ruiser from the State of New York, 
who brought 200 merino sheep to Japan 
last year for the Government farm there, 
subsoguently camo to Tientsin, Ab 
Mr. Denny's suggestion, he took a trip 
into Mongolia and spent several weeks 
among the shepherds. On his return, 
ho had a very agreeable interviow 
with the Viceroy, who appeared to take 
great interest in the enterprise. Ho was 
too much occupied, however, to give his 
jersonal attention’ to the ‘matter, and 
fr. Marklat spoke to Mr. Tong King-sing 
on the subject. ‘This gentleman has taken 
steps to proctire sheop of the kind recom- 
mended from the United States, and. also 
the services of an American practical 
farmer, who may be expected to arrive in 
China at no distant date, Ho also became 
interested in the project for the promotion 
of agriculture, montioning that ho had a 
Considerable atea of land suitable in every 
way for the purpose. The cotton seed 
Which has just arrived for the Viceroy will

Denny's official report on the trade of
